1-lnally Brought Down After 


ISuttlo With Police. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 20.—An un- 


identified man, armed with a large 
calibre revolver and a plentiful supply 
of cartridges, terrorized passengers in 
a trolley car in the central part of the 
city tuniqht, engaged in a running bat- 
tle with .i squad of policemen and hun- 
dreds of citizens and finally was cap- 
tured after he had wounded five of his 
pursuers and probably was fatally 
wounded himself. One of his pursuers, 
a negro, -was shot three times and is 
not expected to live.

Black and the- band of lighters which, 
the latter gathered about him, laid tho 
groundwork for a new system and a 
more impressive grade of play for the 
years to come. 


Viewed in the light of the day after,
